The two teams (Charles Dal- 
fen and Howard Golden-negati- 
ve; Ronald Berger and Nick Rus- 
sell, affirmative) are now the 
champions of the IUDL, a de: 
bating league which covers nine 
major universities in Quebec , 
and Ontario. They will now com- 
pete in the National Finals 
against the winners of Canada's 
other three area leagues for the 
Lauricr-MacDonald Trophy. 

Euthanasia 

The McGill debaters had al- 
ready won the Eastern Section 
of the league. The topic for the 
entire series of debates has been 
"Resolved : that Euthanasia is 
justified". *For the national tour- 
nament, however, there will be 
a new, and as yet unknown to- 
pic. 

Saturday's victory was a close 
one : while the négative team 
lost on a split decision, they won 
on total points; the affirmative 
won on a spilt decision, but lost 
on points. 

The affirmative team based 
their strength on a double ap- 
proach : a Euthanasia Bill, and 
socio / philosophical arguments, 
justifying .mere y-killing. The 
Bill, largely of their own inven- 
tion, provided for creation of a 
six-man medical team to study 
medical research and to hear ap- 
plications for euthanasia from 
patients. 

Taking the opposite view, the' 
negative team charged that any 
form of euthanasia would des- 
troy the doctor-patient relation- 
ship. They claimed that any 
form of legal euthanasia would 



lie impossible to administer, and 
that such killing would be con- 
tradictory to the democratic pro- 
cess, comparable to legalizing 
suicide. 

Rochester. 
In other fields, the Novice 
debaters gave a good account- 
ing of themselves. At the Ca- 
nadian - American Tourney at 
Rochester Institute of Technolo- 
gy, McGill tied with four other 
teams for third place out of 
18 teams entering Buckncll and 
St. John Fisher came first and 
second with eight and six wins, 



respectively, 'ine third place 
winners won five debates. • 

McGlll's Afirmative team of 
Hélène Laurln and David Bran- 
des won two out of four deba- 
tes and the negative team of 
Wenda McNevln and Steve Co- 
hen won three out of four 
rounds. 

The topic under debate was 
"Resolved : that man possesses 
the ultimate weapon" with the 
various affirmative teams declar- 
ing the "ultimate weapon" to be 
anything from intellect to rea- 
son to sex.

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Southern Students 
Want Integration 

JACKSON, Miss. (CUP-CPS) - Mississippi's nowspapers are 
not known for moderate positions on the integration question. 
The Jackson dailies, followed by most papers In the state, have 
printed diatribes against James Meredith and the federal govern- 
ment in recent months that are, to put it mildly, shocking to a 
casual reader from outside the South. 



Even the mild stand of the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi s t u d e n t 
newspaper editor against the vio- 
lence at Ole Miss, brought low- 
level insinuations about her moral- 
ity and good sense. 

But in the midst of the state's 
racial hatred and invective, one 
dissenting voice is beginning to 
make itself felt. 

The Mississippi Free Press, a 
student operated weekly, provides 
Mississlppians with a point of view 
that has never appeared in their 
press. 

Founded last December by mem- 
bers' of the Studcnt-Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee, a South- 
ern student action group, the pa- 
per is now under the direction of 
20-year-old Charles Butts,' who left 
Oberlin College, Ohio, to work for 
integration in the South. 

Butts worked for some time in 
Fayette County, Tennessee, help- 
ing share-croppers evicted from 
their farms for registering to vo- 
te. He came to Jackson and the 
Free Press, determined "to convin- 
ce Negroes that they are not In- 
ferior, but indeed are human be- 
ings, entitled to all the rights en- 
joyed by other citizens." . 

Currently running the technical 
end of the paper Is Lucy Komisar, 
a senior on leave of absence from 
Queens College, New York. Miss 
Komisar worked for two- years on 
the Queens Phoenix, student pa- 
per at Queens, currently in hot 
water with its administration.

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Greenberg Examines 
Practical Psychology

Dr. Nathan Greenberg, Chief Psychologist at the Jewish General Hospital, examined the 
practical aspect of psychology and discussed the role of a Clinical Psychologist at a meeting of 
meeting of the Psychology Club Friday. 



"There ore four Important func- 
tions of a clinical psychologist," 
stated Greenberg, "These being 
psychological diagnostic testing; 
teaching and training; research; 
and psychotherapy." He then pro- 
ceeded to examine and explain 
each facet. 

Psycho-diagnostic tests measure 
the various aspects of individual 
functioning — be they intelligen- 
ce, personality, or perceptual mo- 
•tor behavior. For example, an 
Intelligence Test administered to 
a person of any age tells a great 
deal — not only about the- deve- 
lopment of an individual, but also 
the style of intellectual thinking. 

Personality tests are also impor- 
tant in examining an individual, 
the most important being the 
Projective Techniques, in which 
the patient is shown an ink-blot or 
a hazy picture and is asked to 
describe it.

Greenberg," which acts as an ex- 
ternal ambiguous stimulus. From 
these tests, we can tell a great 
deal about the social maladapta- 
tiori of the individual." 

"However, all is not' as easy as 
it sounds," said Greenberg. In me- 
dicine, the doctor can usually pin- 
point the malady by his patient's 
symptoms. However, in psychology, 
the unconscious motives for the 
particular symptom may differ. 
; Our diagnosis must be in terms 
of underlying personality structu- 
re. In this manner,' a psychologist 
collaborates with a psychiatrist in 
arriving at a conclusion." 

Teom Members 

Teaching and training is another 
important function of a clini- 
cal psychologist. The psychologist 
teaches his techniques to the mem- 
bers of this team — usually a 
psychiatrist, a social worker, and 
a psychiatric nurse. Students train- 
ing in university are sent to the 
hospital to receive practical expe- 
rience and to get acquainted with 
the various hospital techniques. - 

Research in a clinical setting 
has become a highly concentrated 
area of work. Psychologists are 
trained in rigorous research me- 
thodology, experimentation and 
controls. Many new techniques 
have recently been devised for the 
treating of patients. 

For example, family treat- 
ment and diagnosis has been found 
to be much more effective in deal- 
ing with child disorders.' Original- 
ly, parents used to dump their

ment Now, we refuse to take the 
child unless the family and pa- 
rents are willing to participate in 
his care and treatment We have 
found, that in most cases, this is 
more effective in a shorter period 
of time." 

Finally, psychotherapy, or the 
treatment of the emotionally dis- 
turbed, is an important function 
of the clinical psychologist 'There 
are thirty-three different types of 
psychotherapy — psychoanalysis is 
only one," said Greenberg. "And 
in this type of treatment, the 
psychologist works closely with 
the psychiatrist in trying to cla- 
rify the conscious and unconscious 
motives of the patient."

Student Delegates Meet 
At Liberal Conventions

Approximately eighty students from eight Quebec universi- 
ties met in the Centre Social of the University of Montreal as the 
Quebec Students' Liberal Federation convened last Thursday. 



Seven official voting delegates 
attended from each of eight uni- 
versities : Sir George Williams, 
Laval, the University of Montreal, 
the University of Ottawa, Collège 
Classique, Collège de Saint-Lau- 
rent, and, of course, McGill. Sher- 
brooke University, also entitled to 
attend the conference, did not send 
any delegates since they were 
undergoing exams. 

Thursday evening's session 
was largely devoted to discussion 
in committee of the various reso- 
lutions which the delegates pre- 
sented. Two of McGill's resolutions 
were finally accepted by the con- 
vention: that a Quebec Research 
Council be established to coordi- 
nate the efforts of universities and 
business corporations, and that the 
government pass fair employment 
practices legislation to prevent dis- 
crimination in business hiring and 
firing. 

Opening the second session Fri- 
day afternoon, the Honorable Paul 
Gerin-Lajole, Minister of Youth for 
the Province of Quebec, announced 
that residents of Quebec of the 
age of eighteen or over were le- 
gally members of the electorate. 

Following the luncheon at which 
Lajole spoke the delegates them- 
selves voted to decide their of- 
ficers for the forthcoming year. 
Eugène Lapolnte of the University 
of Laval was elected president; 
Michael Miller of SGWU Vice- 
President; and Tony Pearson (no 
relation) of Loyola, Treasurer.

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Responsibilities of Office 

Wednesday, the students of McGill will be asked to vote 
for the two highest positions In the Students' Society. In order 
that they may best judge for themselves, which people to 
elect, an attempt will here be made to outline the duties and 
responsibilities which accompany the positions of President 
and Vice-President. 

The duties of the President are many and varied. Basic- 
ally he must direct the operation of a $250,000 enterprise, and 
this In itself Is a major task for anyone. In addition to this 
he must be capable of negotiating, on behalf of the students, 
with the Board of Governors, businessmen, the press, and 
governments at all levels. 

It is the President of the Society who negotiates for the 
best Insurance plans possible, who searches out the cheapest 
and most effective travel schemes, and who acts as the guard. 
Ian of student rights against outside interference. 

He must also be prepared to answer for the entire student 
body when unpleasant actions by students lead to moral and 
financial predicaments. In this capacity he is required to take 
measures designed to reduce rowdyism at football games, and 
punish offenders. This may involve placating railroad compa- 
nies when students wreak $1,500 havoc on their rolling stock, 
while going to a football game. He must, In short, lead the 
SEC in determining when an act ceases to be spirited and 
becomes hooliganism. 

In an era of growing government Interest In universities, 
the President must be the voice of the students In presenting 
briefs on Education, income tax, and grants-in-aid of higher 
education. In an era of Increasing need for tnter-unlversity 
co-operation, the President must be capable of meeting with 
his opposite numbers all over the country and establishing 
new avenues of cooperation. 

Finally, right on the campus, it is the duty of the President 
to encourage student-faculty cooperation while protecting our 
hard-won student autonomy. We are fortunate that over the 
years a succession of able administrators has built-up a high 
degree of mutual respect between the students and the faculty 
and Governors. But, having won this respect, It is Important 
that we be very careful to preserve it. While doing all this, the 
President must attempt to unite all campus factions Into a 
cohesive body of intelligent, active, students. 

The position of Vice-President of the Students' Society Is 
no less Important than that of President. He must, at all times 
be capable of representing the President In the tatter's ab- 
sence, while insuring the smooth, efficient operatltn of the 
Union, and at this time he must also participate actively in 
planning for the New Union. 

Briefly, the administration of the Union Involves the su. 
pervlslon of maintenance staff, the allocation of rooms for 
offices and meetings, no slmpfe task in such limited facilities, 
the dally handling of repairs, breakdowns, and new demands, 
and the general supervision of the behaviour of the students 
who enter the building. This last point is not Intended to imply 
that the President must be "big brother* to everyone; however 
he must be certain that the equipment In the Union Is not 
abused or stolen, that fire regulations are observed, and that 
some degree of dignity is maintained at all times. 

Indeed we enjoy complete freedom In the Union, but any , 
serious prolonged breach of basic decency would lead very 
quickly to a takeover, by the administration of the University. 
A good President will ensure that such breaches do not take 
place. 

Jhese, in very sketchy form, are the offices you are being 
asked to fill. They place very great demands on their holders. 
Consider the candidates as carefully and objectively as possi- 
ble. Then go and vote. Everyone of us has a stake In the 
outcome. 



In Defence of Free China 

After I read the article — the Fraud of Free China — which appeared In last Wednesday's 
Dally, I was convinced that Martin Rudner is one of the victims who surrender to that "Childish 
book" - A Nation of Sheep - written by William J. Lederer, a "petit naval staff". I am not sur- 
prised at his statements because I have heard this kind of argument many times since I arrived In 
this country. I have begun to realize that these criticisms are based on misinformation and 
Ignorance. 



It Is admitted by most of the 
Chinese people that the govern- 
ment was corrupt and that was 
one of the main reasons why the 
Mainland was lost to the Com- 
munists. But since the govern- 
ment moved to Taiwan Provin- 
ce, It has been very much im- 
proved. Some foreign friends 
say that this has been the best 
period since the establishment 
of the Republic of China. The 
change of attitude of the go- 
vernment and the improvement 
that has taken place, are facts 
that are admitted by most of 
the Chinese people and by some 
other countries. 

In 1947, there was a conflict 
between the Taiwanese and the 
army. That was caused by undis- 
ciplined soldiers from the main- 
land on the one hand, and Tai- 
wanese — Communists on the 
other. That event gave no indi- 
' cation of resentment towards the 
government on the part of the 
Taiwanese. Following the dis- 
ciplining of those soldiers and 
the elimination of the Commu- 
nists, peace and friendship re- 
turned to Taiwan. 

The term "Free China" has 
often been used by the foreign 
press. It refers to Taiwan in 
a geographical sense and also 
stands as a symbol of continuing 
resistance to Communists for 
the Chinese people everywhere. 

Elections Contested 

I don't understand it when 
Rudner says, "A candidate who 
attempted to oppose Chiang Kai- 
shek found his opposition limit- 
ed to the four walls of a Kuo- 
mintang prison." But, when I look 
back to Lcdcrcr's book which 
Is the main source of Rudner's 
arguments, I find that the case 
referred to Is the Lui-Zen case. 
If this is what he meant it is 
far from the truth. Lui-Zen was 
tried in the Supreme Court and 
he had an outstanding lawyer 
to defend him. He was found 
guilty of concealing Communist 
underground .workers. In this 
case two of my school mates 
were involved, so I know the de- 
tails very clearly. Hus Fu-Lin, 
the candidate- I mentioned in 
my first letter, ran for the Pre- 
sidency in 1055. Mo Te-Huan and 
others were also candidates for 
the presidency. They still live in 
Taiwan. They are not in Jail. 
They are preparing for the pre- 
sidential elections of 1066. 

The Constitution of the Repu- 
blic of China declares ' that the 
President must be elected by the 
National Assembly. The Natio- 
nal-Assembly must be elected on 
the basis of regional and voca- 
tional representation of the who- 
le country — thirty-six Provin- 
ces and five million people. 
Because thirty -five Provinces 
have been "under the control of 
the Communists since 1940, no 
lawful elections can be held on 
the national level unless the 
Constitution is changed or its le- 
gality is denied. According to 
the Constitution, the power to 
interpret the Constitution rests 
with the Grand Justices compos- 
ed of twelve independent and 
high standing justices. They can 
belong to no party. In 1055, the 
Grand Justices said that the pre*, 
sent situation (national emergen-' 
cy) prevented a national-wide 
election and these delegates to 
the National Assembly and mem- 
bers of the legislative Yuan and 
Control Yuan representing the 
mainland provinces have to con- 



tinue to perform their functions 
imposed on them by the Chi- 
nese people at the 1048 elec- 
tion. 

To most of the Chinese people 
this state of affairs shows a 
faithfulness towards the Cons- 
titution and sincerity towards 
the people under the Commu- 
nists regime. As long as the 
Constitution remains unchanged 
as established In 1048, the peo- 
ple can recognize their own gov- 
vcrnment. 

No Alternative 

I believe that most of my 
friends would think that this is 
not realistic or rather foolish. 
But we have no alternative. The 
government would rather be ac- 
cused by others,' for instance, 
the Communists and those who 
are fooled by the propaganda,

. Mr. Lee is a graduate student 
from Taiwan presently studying 
at the Institute of Air and Space 
Law of McGill 
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than by its own people. For one 
day we have to take the Cons- 
titution back to the Mainland 
and show to our people that this 
Is the same Constitution they ac- 
cepted and that is now returned. 
Personally, I feel it is my obli- 
gation to insist on devotion to 
the Constitution. I have no face 
to see my uncles and brothers, 
If it were changed. I believed 
this is also the majority's opi- 
nion. Certainly, if the Constitu- 
tion were changed, there might 
be a reason for Rudner's criti- 
cism. To me, this seemingly foo- 
lish step is one of the most pre- 
cious steps taken by the govern- 
ment.. But it is also because of 
this step that there is misrepre- 
sentation and misunderstanding 
by my friends. 

It Is certainly very difficult 
to convince my Canadian 
friends who live in a vast ter- 
ritory, and never have to worry 
too much about their security. 
There are two basic reasons for 
this. First, they are far from 
the Communists from a geogra- 
phical point of view, secondly, 
history has given the nations 
the task of protecting them. In 
the nineteenth century they we- 
re under the protection of Bri- 
tish Navy. In the twentieth cen- 
tury they are under the protec- 
tion of the United States Air 
Force. As a result, the question 
of whether or not, nuclear we- 
peans are necessary for Canada 
took five years to answer and 
has still not been fully settled. 
All these facts prevent my 
friends from seeing what Is "ne- 
cessity" and what is an "national 
emergency". 

.Unique Position 

. During tho last World War 
many countries established their 
refugee governments in London 
for example, Netherlands, Hol- 
land, Belgium, France, Greece, 
Yugoslavia. These governments 
had no elections from 1030 until 
1046. It was tho fact of Nazi 
control over their own countries 
which prevented them from do- 
ing so. Theso governments spoke 
on behalf of the people under 
Nazi control. They signed Inter- 



national Conventions, e.g. the 
Bretton Woods Agreements, Chi- 
cago Convention (Convention on 
International Civil Aviation) etc. 
This is the same situation in 
China today. Moreover, we have 
à National Assembly whose le- 
gality is guaranteed by the Grand 
Justices. This Assembly has the 
right to choose the president. If 
President Chiang Kai-shek can 
not satisfy the requirements of 
his post, they certainly will elect 
another leader. 

Do my friends believe that 
Chiang Kai-shek can really con- 
trol the National Assembly 
which is composed of 1580 de- 
legates? Do my friends believe 
that I am under his control and 
so 1 have to defend him even 
when I am here 7 What benefits 
do I gain from Lying? What 
benefits will I gain from telling 
the truth? I came here on my 
own, I am not a so called "kuo- 
mintang". I have no intention to 
spread "propaganda". I speak 
on my behalf for the benefit of 
your knowledge and understan- 
ding, i 

Mr. Fred Stinson (P.C.), Miss 
Margaret Aiken. (P.C.), Mr. Mau- 
rice Allard (S.C.), Dr. Marcoux, 
Mr. Arthur Smith (P.C.) and 
Dr. Thompson (Chief of Social 
Credit Party) are all Members 
of your Parliament, they made 
a trip to Taiwan recently. They, 
have made reports and addresses 
since they came back. Before 
you give your conclusion, please 
go to see them and you will 
find out the Truth.

Unfortunately, the point results of Saturday's OQAA Swim Championships does not show 
the effort and potential strength of McGill's Swim Team. The team went down to a loss in their 
third bid for the Dougall Cup against the Toronto Varsity Blues and Western Mustangs by a score 
of 34-77-57 respectively.

Without making excuses for the 
team, there arc several definite 
reasons for their showing. Firstly, 
five of the ten team members are 
rookie swimmers for the McGill 
team and have not had as much 
experience in intercollegiate 
meets as did the Toronto and UWO 
swimmers. Secondly, while Toron- 
to and UWO swam against each 
others three times during the sea- 
son, it was our team's first meet- 
ing with the Mustangs and second 
with the Blues. It also was the 
first time the Redmen swam in 
Western's pool this year — a great 
difference compared to our Curric 
Pool, which is thought to be archi- 
tecturally superior. Lastly, McGill 
was forced to swim each man mo- 
re often than the Varsity or West- 
ern swimmers, having only ten 
men in comparison to the Blues' 
19 and the Mustangs' 13. 

Peers Wins Trophy 

As far as statistics go, McGill 



picked up one first, 2 seconds, 5 
thirds, 2 fourths, 4 fifths, and one 
sixth place finish. Bill Peers sco- 
red the Red and White's only vic- 
tory by keeping pace with the lead 
swimmer for six lengths and then 
pulling ahead for the last 2 deci- 
sive laps in the 200-yard backstro- 
ke. His winning time of 2:18.1 put 
him 3.1 seconds ahead of Toron- 
to's Ridpath, and also won him the 
Springer Trophy, although no 
mention of It was made. In the 
fourth event, the 200-yard Indivi- 
dual Medley, Peers seemed to just 
nudge out Varsity's Barber for 
2nd place, however the chief jud- 
ge gave Barber the advantage. 
Both were clocked at 2:16:9. 

Another near victory occurred 
in the 400-year Medley Relay when 
our team of Bill Peers, Bob Taml- 
lia, Pete Cameron and Glen Ruitcr 
finished a close second, 4.1 se- 
conds behind Western. The Red

Gill's only long-distance frcesty- 
lcr, unfortunately fell to the po- 
wer of Toronto's Tom Verth, for- 
mer three-time 'All-American' at 
Indiana University, and Western's 
Davis, therefore only managing 1 
point for the 500-yard (20 lengths) 
freestyle — a new event in OQAA 
competition. Finally, in the tenth 
event of the 11-event triangular 
meet, Nils Vikander and Jay Lee 
placed second and third respecti- 
vely, Western's Fowler taking the 
win in the 200-yard Breaststroke. 

Thus it is seen that men like 
Verth (3 firsts) and Chapelle (1 
first and 1 second) of Toronto, 
and Western's Fowler (2 firsts) 
and Davis (1 first and 1 second) 
were the big guns for the opposi- 
tion and the backbreakcrs for the 
Redmen.

However, later on (espe- 
cially on the flight hornet), opti- 
mism played the greater part, 
seen from Team Captain Nils Vi- 
kander, ". . . now I'm working for 
next year." And Coach Bob Gauld: 
"After this weekend's experience 
we can adopt one of two attitudes; 
either we submit to the superio- 
rity of the Toronto and Western 
Swim Teams and do nothing about 
it or decide that at McGill we are 
still able to take this defeat and 
fight harder to win next year — 
we have no thoughts of submis- 
sion." 

Thus, in front of an overflow 
crowd of about 700 shouting West- 
ern supporters in their own Wil- 
liams Melville Spencer Memorial 
Pool, the Toronto Blues' held on 
to the cup, making it six times in 
seven years.
